BIBLIOMANIACS. 


Men Who Have a Mania for Gathering 
Rare Books. 


From the New York Times, 


Le Grand Fairman, the eccentric bachelor, 
whose death was recorded in yesterday’s 
Times, was only one of many bibliomaniacs in 
this city. Men who could become disordered 
on the subject of books would hardly be 
looked for in the commercial capital of a na- 
tion only a hundred years old. ut there are 
more of them than would be imagined. Not 
a few are men of smail means and large leis- 
ure, commonly with a fixed income, who 
spend their time mousing among musty old 
volumes in second-hand stores, hoping to find 
something rare or something they have form- 
ed a fancy for. They are not bibliomaniacs in 
the way that rich collectors are; but they 
have the same kind of bee in their bonnet. 
It is hard for anybody entirely sane 
about books to understand how wildly 
distempered concérning them persons may 
become. But tis a madness of rapid devel- 
opmentafter it has once been implanted in 
the mind. Some of the worst bibliomaniacs 
known have been drawn into the mania by 
degrees, never dreaming at first that they 
were susceptible to it. Bibliomania originat- 
ed in the Netherlands at the close of the six- 
teenth century, whence it spread to England, 
raging violently there, and more recently ap- 
pearing in France and this country. The 
Bible has attracted anv number of collectors. 
The British Museum has the largest lot of 
different editions, though the late James 
Lenox, founder of the Lenox Library nearly 
equaled it. The highest price ever paid 
for a single volume was at the sale 
of the Duke of Roxburghe’s library in Lon- 
don, (1812), when the Marquis of Blandford, 
ina spirited competition with Lord Spencer, 
paid fora copy of the first edition of the 
Decameron,“ published at Venice by Val- 
darfer in 1471, a sum nearly equal to $11,309 of 
our money. When the Marquis’ library was 
put up at auction, Lord Spencer tried again, 
and secured the precious tome for about 
$4,600, about $6,000 less than he had bidden 
seven years before. Nasser-ed-deen, Shah 
of Persia, has an edition of the Arabian 
Nights” on which artists worked under his 
special direction for ten or twelve years, until 
it cost $100,000. Henry Boulard, literary exe- 
cutor of La Harpe, spent a fortune in buying 
editions of Racine. Soleinnes gathered all the 
dramatic pieces that had ever been presented, 
yoing so far as to purchase books in languages 
which he could not read. A well-known New- 
Yorker gave, some _ years since, $2,590 
foracopy ofthe Mazarin Bible, supposed to 
have been printed in 1455. The favorite books 
of biblio-maniacs have been Delphini and 
first editions of the classics, editions that ap- 
pene in the infancy of typography, (incuna- 
yula,) works of the Elzevirs, of Aldus; 
Comino, of Padua; Bodoni, Mattaire, Fonlis, 
and Bardou. There is no end to the vagaries 
of book fanciers. The defects of volumes be- 
come as great an inducement to ownership as 
any beauties. Dibdin, (Thomas F.,) wholffirst 
introduced the term bibliomaniac into our 
language to denote the rage for rare and 
curious books, has published a volume on the 
subject, and La Bruyere has, in his“ Carac- 
teres,” a chapter exclusively devoted to them. 
Oddly enough, the passion seems to be in- 
creasing throughout civilization. 


Peter Cooper's Benefaction. 

New York Leiter to Troy Times. 
To-morrow Peter Cooper will be ninety 
years old. The occasion will be celebrated 
by a small gathering of friends, but the old 
gentleman is too feeble to engage in any social 
demonstration. He has all his faculties, how- 
ever, and can attend to businesss with a clear 
perception of its claims. His son takes charge 
ofthe more important interests, which are 
widely extended and demand constant atten- 
tion. The aged philanthropist visits his office 
in the Cooper institute daily, and,with the aid 
of his secretary, attends to his routine of du- 
ty. Peter Cooper is not only the oldest living 
native of this city, but he is also the oldest 
man it has ever produced. In addition to this 
it may be said that age, instead of bringing 
senility, has added richly tothe philanthropy 
of his earlier years. 

The Cooper Institute cost $600,000 twelve 
years ago, being one-third more than old 
John Jacob Astor left for the library that 
bears hisname. Astor placed the task in the 
hands of his executors, while Cooper deter- 
mined to see the work done. IIe selected a 
plot which could not be obscured by any 
neighboring structnre, and which is peculiar- 
ly accessible from all parts of the city. He 
carefully examined the plans, and the institu- 
tion was made to include those varied fea- 
tures suggested by a practical mind. One of 
these was the reading-room, which ac- 
commodates 500 at once. Another 
is the hall where free lectures 
ure delivered on interesting themes. Added 
to this is the free use of telegraphy, also 
drawing and engraving, in which so many 
have been qualified for artist life. The Cooper 
Union differs from the Astor library in the 
creat feature of popular adaptation. The 
formeris solely available for students and 
hook worms, while the latter is to supply the 
wants of the people. As manyimprovements 
in architecture have been pediment since 
the construction of the building, the latter 
has been recently alteredinavery advan- 
tageous manner. An clevator is in operation, 
and other conveniences render the Cooper 
Institute a model establishment.

nine tails, for larceny of a suit of furniture, 
which he had stolen from his employers. The 
bronzed face of Philmore turned pale as he 
eyed first the crowd and then the terrible 
af but he shut his teeth tightly together 
and did not utter a word as he walked up to 
take his position. He was 
stripped to his waist, and, as the coat, which 
he had thrown over his shoulders to prevent 
his taking cold waile he walked out, was re- 
moved, his white skin glittered in the morn- 
ing light, in contrast to his bronzed and 
bearded face. Sheriff Clark read to him the 
warrant of the court, that he shonld receive 
twenty lasbes on his bare back, and he was 
then placed in position. His hands were 
drawn up about Six inches higher than his 
head te locked in iron clasps to the sides of 
the center post of the Fenty. The cat was 
then handedthe Sheriff. It consisted of a 
heavy oak handle about two feet long with 
nine heavy leather lashes, which had been 
carefully oiled in order to make them flexible, 
each about two feet long. The man could be 
seen to nerve himself for the blow as the heavy 
nine lashed whip was raised in the air. 

There was a whistling sound, then a thud, 
and nine dark red ridges were on the man’s 
glistening back. He started, but scarcely 
flinched again during his punishment. The 
other strokes followed in .quick succession 
until the man’s back was covered with rec 
welts, which twined and interwined around 
from his shoulders down tohis hips. As each 
lash left its mark there were 180 red welts on 
him, but no blood was drawn. 

Chas. Duffy, a man apparently about thirty 
years of age, was the next culprit. He did 
not appear so hardy as Philmore, and was ex- 
ceedingly nervous as he was being bound up 
for histurn. Hedid not, however, uttera 
word as the punishment was inflicted, thoug 
the strokes were laid on with no gentle hands. 
Duffy was punished for being an accomplice 
with Philmore in stealing the furniture. 

Robinson Jepkins and Wm. Benton were 
the next to bare their backs. They were both 
colored men, and were convieted of having 
stolen some harness. The first received twen- 
ty lashes and the latterten. As stroke after 
stroke fell the black skin of the men seemed 
to fairly quiver, but the men did not utter a 
syHable. 

Henry McGeiger, a man of apparently thir- 
ty-five years of age, was next led forth. He 
was by no meansabad looking man and 
— to be sensible to the disgrace of being 
publicly flogged, as well as to the pain in the 
punishment itself. He, however, walked up 
to the mark bravely and held up his hands to 
be locked to posts. He was to receive fifteen 
lashes for the theft of some tools. 
When the strikes began to fall, the 
man wriggled. though he did not 
utter a word. His face was pale and his teeth 
clenched. At about the thirteenth stroke of 
the cat the skin of his back was broken, and 
the dark blood oozed slowly out, and a sort of 
groan ran through the crowd. «McGeiger ut- 
tered a slight “Oh’’ as this blow struck him, 
and turned fora moment from side to side.

Frank Martin, a stoutly built man about 
twenty-eight years of age, was the last man 
whipped.

He shrank, as did the 
others, at the first stroke. but stood the rest 
of his castigation without uttering a word or 
scarcely making a motion. 

As the punishment of each man was com- 
pleted he was led back to his cell by the Depu- 
ty-Sheriff aud water furnished him, so that 
it he desired it he could bathe his back. 


RHEUMATISMN. 


The Pathology ofthe Disease and How 
to Treat It. 
From the New York Times. 

Rheumatism is said to be unusually preva- 
alent here and hereabouts this wihter, many 
persons suffering who have never had it be- 
fore, as Well as those who have been free from 
it for vears. The season has been much less 
damp than ordinary—dampness, combined 
with cold, is always a fertile cause of the dis- 
casc—but to the tow temperature with sudden 
and frequent meteoric changes and the extra- 
ordinary amount of snow, the increase is in all 
probability, ascribable. Rheumatism—derived 
trom the Greek word rheuma, a flux—is a dis- 
order of the blood, in which inflammation of 
the fibrous tissues is most remarkable. It is 
either acute or chronic, but the two forms are 
not easily distinguished, the chronic often re- 
sulting from the acute. Acute rheumatism 
shows itself by general febrile symptoms, red- 
ness, heat, swelling, and commonly 
by intense pain in and around one or more of 
the larger joints. It is apt to shift from joint 
to joint or to certain internal fibrous mem- 
branes, especially tothe pericardium. The 
pulse is strong and full, accompanied with 
headache, though rarely with delirium, unless 
the heart be affected. The tongue is covered 
with a creamy, thick fur, and there is pro- 
fuse perspiration, with so peculiar an odor, 
like sour milk,that the physician can fre- 
quently detect the disease through the nos- 
trils alone. The pain of the joints is aggra- 
vated by pressure or movement; therefore, 
the sufferer is obliged for relief to lie in one 
position. Acute rheumatism has two varie- 
ties, in one of which inflammation begins, not 
in, but near, the joint, attacking the tendons, 
fascix, ligaments, sometimes the 
muscles themselves. This form is 
called fibrous or diffused. In the other form, 
the synovial membrane in the joint is affected, 
an excess of fluid being poured into the joint, 
distending the membrane, and making it 
bulge out around the joint. This is synovial 
rheumatism,where redness and swelling come 
earlier, and are more marked than in the oth- 
er variety. It is less severe than the fibrous 
form, and is often named rheumatic gout, and 
not unfitly, because it is a connecting link be- 
tween gout and rheumatism. The sole excit- 
ing cause-of acute rheumatism, so far as 
known, is exposure to cold, particularly to 
cold added to moisture. Sudden changes of 
temperature conduce to it, because the secret- 
ing power of the skin being checked b 
the cold, certain effete matters whic 
should be thrown off by perspiration are re- 
tained, accumulate in and poison the blood. 
This only occurs, however, when thereis pre- 
disposition to the disease. The danger in 
acute rheumatism is almost entirely from its 
going tothe heart and causing pericarditis, 
as it does oftener than any other disease. 
There are two kinds of chronie rheumatism. 
In one there is considerable local heat and 
swelling, without any corresponding consti- 
tutional disturbances. In the other there is 
coldness and stiffness of the affected joints. 
The latter is frequently termed passive, and 
occurs as an independent ailment. A patient 
liable to chronic rheumatism should always 
wear flannel next to the skin and sleep be- 
tween blankets. Despite numberless forms 
of treatment, rheumatism in any form is con- 
— baffling the skill of the ablest physi- 
cians.

About Editors and Reporters. 
From M. Halstead's Tales for Little Folks.’’ 

A few days ago I promised to tell you some- 
thing more about reporters. You have lean- 
ed already what easy times they have; but 
often those who have the best chances in this 
world do not seem to appreciate the fact, and 
sometimes a reporter gets this way and thinks 
his salary ought to be raised. So he speaks to 
the editor aboutit. Editors are very liberal 
men. Many of them donot think any more 
of a dollar than some men do of their lives 
but they know that if the reporters were pai 
too much they would save their möney and 
buy the paper, and then the editors would be 
like the Chinese—they would have to go. So 
in self-protection they are obliged to 
keep the salaries of the reporters at $5,000 or 
$6,000 a year. They hate to do this, but self- 
preservation is the first law of editors as well 
asof Nature. mae editors preserve them- 
selves so well that the reporters never buy 
them out. But editors are kind-hearted. 
Mr. Dana, of the New York Sun, once heard 
that a horse which had been very fast, but 
which evei ybody thought played out, was go- 
ing to be sold at auction by his master. So he 
sent around and bought the poor horse for 
4, 000. The next summer he put him in a 
big race, just for fun,“ every- 
body said. There were a great 
manv noted horses in this race, and men bet 
large sums of money on them, Mr. Dana’s 
horse only bringing $1 in $0 pools. But he 
won the race and all the money that was bet. 
This is called “paralyzing the pool-box.’’ So 
you see that the fairies are kind to those who 
do good. Some good stories are told about 
reporters. Once a young man who had 
graduated at Harvard College, and was a 
splendid scholar in baseball and throwing, 
came to a large Western city and hired out to 
be a reporter. The next day the editor 
sent him to an inquest. He 
came back to the office at 
night with enough manuscript to make a book. 
The editor gave this to an experienced repor- 
ter and said: Cut that stuff down to a stick- 
ſul.“ After awhile he went over to where the 
experienced reporter was sitting and said: 
“How did that new duck manage with the in- 
quest? “Oh,” said the experienced reporter, 
he got everything—except the verdict.” And 
then the other reporters that were sitting 
around laughed heartily, but the editor only 
let drop a few words of tropical warmth, and 
discharged the new reporter—who was very 
much surprised to see that the paper con- 
tinued to come out regularly after he 
had left it to its fate. New 
reporters always tell everybody that they are 
journalists,“ but the old ones call them deck- 
hands. New reporters always think they 
know everything, and in some offices it is cus- 
tomary to put a dish ofsaltona new reporter’s 
desk. This is a delicate way of telling him 
that he istoo fresh. Reporters never like to 
hurt anybody’s feelings. Once an editor in 
Cincinnati hired a reporter in Chicago to do 
some work for his paper. After awhile 
the reporter forgot to send anything about 
an important matter, which made the editor 


very angry. So he sent a dispatch to the re- 
porter, saying: “You are discharged. Why did 
you get left on that murder? Answer.“ When 
the reporter read this he laughed to himself 


and said: “I wonder if that old plum thinks 
he can get the best of me?’ So he wrote the 
fongest kind of an answer, explaining all 


about the matter, and closed by saying he 
had been discharged, because he disliked to 
be connected with a paper that allowed itself 
to get scooped. It took 1,750 words to say 
this, and, as it was sent by telegraph the Cin- 
einnati editor had a pretty big bill to pay.

Desolation tn New Orleans. 
Special Dispatch to Chicago Times. 

The feeling of apprehension of an overflow 
from the river has about abated. The state- 
ments of the city officials at the mass-meeting 
on Monday night, that they were able to put 
the levees in-safe condition before the regular 
spring rise in the river takes place, has had 
the effect of reassuring the people. In the 
overflowed districts there is yet u great deal 
of suffering. The relief committee are still 
engaged in distributing food. The water bas 
fallen so much, however, that in many places 
they find great difficulty in getting from place 
to place. The water is too shallow for boats 
and the soil is so soft that it is next to impos- 
sible to get about on foot or in wagons of any 
kind. Asthe water recedes the destruction 
wrought by the flood becomes more apparent. 
Where a couple of weeks ago there 
were solid and wide plank sidewalks there is 
now yielding, clinging mud witha plentiful 
supply of dead hogs, dogs, cats and — 
vegetable matter. Nearly all the street 
bridges have and in consequence 
several weeks will no doubt elapse after the 
water subsides before the ground dries suffi- 
ciently to permit the passage of carts or 
vehicles containing wood or coal, the lack of 
which is now being very generally felt. Out in 
the more suburban sections mfny small houses 
have been pushed from their foundations,and 
some quite valuable buildings have been so 
undermined that the cost of repairing them 
and making them safe for dweifings will be 
— large. The portions of the overflowed 

istricts now above water present a very dis- 
tressing appearance. The fences are gone, 
the gardens are ruined, and the houses in 
which the mud is deposited look dilapidated 
and cheerless. If the weatherjcontinues fine, 
however, a gratifying ehange will soon take 

lace. It will not take long for the streets to 
become dry, and then the people will soon re- 
pair their homes.

STUPID CRUELTY. 


Punishing a Child for the Thefts of a 
Servant. 
From the New York Sun, lth. 

Charles E. Crawford of Morris avenue and 
One-bundred-and-Sixty-first street, a clerk 
in the employ of his uncles, A. M. Crawford, 
and E. M. Crawford who have 
a tobaceo warehouse at 168 Water 
street, appeared yesterday before Justice 
Power, in the Harlem Police-Court, against 
Mary Dooley, a servant girl, who had been in 
bis employ since September Ist of last year. 
| The charges against the girl were accompanied 
| by a strange story. 
Mary Dooley, who is a good-looking Irish 
girl, 20 years oli, was employed by Mr. Craw- 
ford, on referetlees whicli she presented testi- 
fying to her previous good character. Her 

arents live at the- corner of 158th street and 

lton avenue, and have the reputation of be- 
ing quiet, respeetable people. Mr. Crawford’s 
family eonsists of himself and wife and one 
child, an intelligent girl, Annie Louise, about 
10 years old. Shortly after Mary Dooley went 
to the house several artieles of small value dis- 
appeared unacebuntably. Next a pair of ear- 
rings belonging to Mrs. Crawford were miss- 
ed, and a pair of Mr. Crawford’s cuff buttons 
and some meney disappeared. Mr. Crawford 
inquired of his servant and his daughter, but 
neither of them admitted knowing anything 
about the articleg. Later in the day the ser- 
vant came to Mr. Crawford with one of the 
missing buttons and asked innocently: 

„Isn't this one of your buttons!“ 

Soon after she pretended to find the other 
onashelfinthe pantry, and that was re- 
turned also. Search about the house revealed 
the missing pocketbook, containing $1 50, 
wrapped up in some of the little girl’s ddli’s 
—2 he earrings were found in the box 
containing the doll’S things. Mr. Crawford 
then accused Annie of the yarious thefts. 
Annie denied having taken the articles, and 
then she was severely punished for the sup- 
posed telling of an untruth. When other 
things disappeared from the house the little 
girl was accused by her parents, and at 
first denied the theft. Then, partly through 
fear of punishment and, as is now thought, 
partly by the influence of the servant, with 
whom she slept, she admitted having stolen 
all the things that had been taken. She also 
said that she had destroyed those things 
which had not been found. It was conjec- 
tured that the child was of unsound mind, al- 
thoughiit does not appear that before Mary 
Dooley came she had shown any signs of such 
an aftkiction. A doctor who was consulted 
decided that the child was probably insane on 
the subject of stealing. After this she was 
on watched, but still the thefts contin- 
ued. 

On New Year’s Day, while seyeral ladies 
were in the house, it was discovered that the 
bed-clothing in Mr. Crawford’s room was 
burning. Of several fur mnffs, capes and 
bonnets which had been laid on the bed, one 
of each was gone and the others were dam- 
aged by the flames.. The little girl wascharg- 
ed with setting fire tothe bed. In her fear 
she admitted having done it. Her fatherthen 
fearing that she might destroy the house and 
all in it, strapped her hands to her sides and 
took her to the police station at 159th street to 
ask Capt. Kilf@lea’s advice. The Captain asked 
about the servant-girl before speaking of 
Mr. Crawford’s child in connection with the 
thefts, but Mr. Crawford scouted the 
idea of the servant being the guilty party. 
An attempt was then made to frighten the 
trembling childinto a promise to stop her 
theits, and she promised. The robberies did 
not cease, however, and on January 18, a fire 
was discovered in the laundry, which wason- 
ly extinguished after much labor. It was 
found that kerosene had been poured on the 
laundried clothes inthe basket before they 
were set on fire. Again the little girl was 
thought guilty, and she was chained by a dog 
chain to a staple in the wall in the daytime. 
At night the chain was fastened to her bed. 
While the child was thus confined nothing 
was stolen. 

Early in this month a lady called on Mrs. 
Crawford, and, onentering the house, laid 
off her cloak, muffand bonnet. When about 
to depart her property could not be found. 
The front door was open, and so Wag a win- 
dow opening upon the balcony roof. It was 
thought that — athief had entered by 
the door or window, but Detective Jacob Wil- 
kins, who was called in, concluded that some 
one in the house had taken the articles. He 
found them concealed. in the garret. Al- 
though the child had gone about the house 
with her arms bound, she was charged with 
the act, and she again confessed under fear of 
punishment. Soon after a case of razors dis- 
appeared. A day or two later, the servant 
said that she had found one of the razors, and 
that it had fallen from a slit in the footstool, 
as she moved it while sweeping. No 
slit owas found in tue steol. The 
servant was then suspected. One 
evening she came into the house 
carrying a fine pair of slippers. in a box. It 
was known she could not afford to * them, 
but she said they had been given her by a 
friend. Then the news came to Mrs. Craw- 
ford that her servant had stolen from her 
former mistress. In the servant’s absence, 
Mr. Crawford forced the door of a closet in 
her room. There he found ina pillow case 
many of the stolen things. Deteetive Wil- 
liams was summoned, and he arrested the 
girl on her return on Sunday evening. She 
was cool at first, but soon broke down and 
confessed to the various thefts and the two 
attempts, to burn the house. She said that 
some of the jewelry was at her father’s house, 
and it was found there.. After being lodged in 
the police station she seemed cool and uncon- 
cerned and would not talk mveh. 

She was cominitted to the City Prison by 
Justice Power, in the Harlem Police Court, in 
default of $5,000 bail. 

Mr. Crawford told Capt. Killelea that he 
would at once leave the neighborhood in 
which he kad been living. The suffering of 
the little girl was the chief topic yesterday 
among the neighbors.

A Freak of Nature. 
From the Akron (O.) Beacon. 


In our report of the medical meeting held 
in this city a week ago, brief mention was 
made of what might properly be called a hu- 
man phenomenon, or as Dr. Pixley, of Pénn- 
sylvania, termed it,a “curious freak of na- 
ture.” A child four and one-half years old, 
of healthy parents and sound organization in 
every respect, had from birth up to this time 
showed an unequal development in its two 
sides from head to foot. With a view of re- 
porting the case to some medical journal, the 
doctor brought the boy to this city Tuesday to 
have him photographed as well as to give the 
other members of the profession an opportu- 
nity to make a careful examination of the boy 
and exact measurements of the two sides. A8 
a result of the comparison of e 
two sides it was found that e 
left arm is 1 3-4inches longer than the right; 
left leg nearly aninch longer than the right; 
the circumference of the left thigh 21-4 inches 

ater than that of the right and the left half 
ofthe chest 17-8 inches greater than the 
right. The little fellow has always enjoyed 
the best of heaith, is bright andintelligent and 
has equally good control of the two sides with 
asmall majority of strength in the larger 
limbs. Medical literature reveals nothing like it 
in the most important particulars, though 
several cases somewhatsimilar have been pub- 
lished. In those cases, however, the cause 
was apparent. being due either to a disease or 
injury of the person or of the parents; while 
in this there seems to be no satisfactory ex- 
planation of the anomaly. For such a notice- 
able effect there certainly must be a cause, and 
upon this point there is plenty of ground for 
the pathlogist to theorize. 


_Boston’s Coney Island. 
Boston Special to Chicago Times. 

An important transfer of seashore property 
has just taken place which is to result in giv- 
ing Revere Beach the position as a pleasure 
resort for Boston to which its natural ad- 
vantages entitle it. Chelsea Beach Associa- 
tion has purchased the Ocean house and one 
hundred and thirty acres of surrounding land, 
giving it absolute control of one and one-half 
miles of seashore atthe southern end of the 
Beach. The Ocean house will be improved. 
A new hotel two hundred feet long has been 
contracted for, a trotting park has been plan- 
ned, and altogether some 5200, 000 will be ex- 
pended in making the spot the Coney Island 
of Boston. The Eastern railroad will run a 
pur track upon the grounds, so that excur- 
sion parties from the country can be transfer- 
red directly to the spot fromall the roads 
centering in Boston, while the Revere Beach 
road and an excursion steamer will accom- 
modate the travel from Boston. A subscrip- 
tion paper was opened at the office of Lee 
Higginson & Co, to-day, and nearly the entire 
amount of capital desired was soon pledged. 
The financial scheme contemplates the issue 
of $800,000 six per cent bonds, subscribed for 
at par, with which is given fifty per cent of the 
stock of the company.

If he 
was born outside of the United States, of 
parents owing and _ ~recognizing their 
allegiance to the United States, the 
fact would not affect his citizenship in the 
least. If Mr. ARTHUR should be declared in- 
eligible, the President of the Senate would 
become the Acting Vice-President. In defin- 
ing the qualifications of a President, the Con- 
stitution says that he shall be ‘ta natural-born 
citizen,” in contradistinction to a naturalized 
citizen. A man born on foreign soil of 
American parents would be “a natural-born 
citizen.”

Meeting Between the Advisory Board and 
Conference Committee. | 


The Democratic Central Committee met 
last evening, and the resolutions which' were 
outlined in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH 

. were set before them. The gentlemen were at 
first very unwilling to pass a measure which 
was actual death to them and a hitch seemed 
unavoidable. The Advisory Board threw 
its strength inte the fight and 

committee finally succumbed 
to the reasoning of Col. Broadhead. - The res- 
olution went through without change, which 
delegates all the powers of the committee to 
the Advisory Board, which is to

the eight reformers appointed by the Armory 

Hall party. Several substitutes were pro- 

posed, the pet one being to still leave to the 


| moribund Central Committee the appoint- 


ment of judges and clerks but the members 
of the Advisory Board, stated that no action 
of this kind would be listened to by the 
seventy, and that it was useless to talk about 
it. The resolution finally passed, and with it 
the seventy claim that all 
power has been removed trom 
the Kerwin organization forever. A joint 
meeting of the advisory board and the confer- 
ence committee appointed by the seventy was 
held. this afternoon at the library of 
the Republican office. Given Camp- 
bell presided. Col. Broadhead 
reported that his board had put 
before the Central Committee the proposition 
agreed upon by the reformers and that it had 
been passed.

Broadhead stated that the reports circulated 
this morning in regard to the 
defeat of the seventy had no 
foundation in the facts developed at last 
night’s meeting, and that, asfaras he knew, 
no member of the central committee had ex- 
pressed himself to this effect. The 
conference committee will report to 
the parent organizations at a meeting to be 
held at Armory Hall to-night. Future action 
will depena upon the disposition made of the. 
As everything asked for has been done, it 
is extremely probable that the seventy will 
simply order the Conference Committee to go 
on with the work and a meeting with the Ad- 
; Board will be next 
the tapis. Captain Silas 

was asked this morning whether 

the Central Committee would be likely to en- 
dorse the future action of the Adviso- 
ry Board. He replied that it 
was immaterial whether they did or not. 
The resolutionjwhich was adopted did not 
contemplate any such action on the part of 
the body mentioned. In fact, ſit was intended 
to do away with any necessity for such 
action. The advisory board has allthe power 
required to take any step it eems 
advisable and the committee have only two 
courses to pursue, either to be bound by the 
future action of the board, or to refuse to car- 
ry out the engagement which they have made. 
What the future policy of the fifteen 
will be can not be clearly 
ascertained just now. Col. Knapp, a member 
of the Advisory Board was asked this morn- 
ing whether the plan was to turn over the 
whole machinery of the party into the hands 
of the fifteen gentlemen mentioned.He said that 
he has not prepared to answer the question, 
and a, 7 te toawaitfurther developments. 
He would not say whether any line of policy 
had been agreed upon. A prominent member 
of the Armory Hall party said that 
there would be no hitch between the 
advisory board and conference committee. 
„The Board has been with us in sympathy all 
along,’’ said this gentleman, and they are 
as much in favor of the change as any of us.

THE POLICE STABLES. 


Why They are a Fruitful Source for 
Scandal and Will Continue to be So. 
The city government has been tinkered un- 

til itis claimed there is a system of checks 

which makes the existence ofja corrupt ring 
as near an impossibility as can be hoped for, 
considering the weakness of human nature, 

Money goes out of the City Treasury under a 

rigid system, which is intended to put the 


brakes on everything like extravagance. This 
apes to all departments, save the police. 
The Commissioners draw on the appropria- 
tion at will and their accounts are only 
reported in the most general Way. 
The idea seems to be that they 
disburse so much money to so many men, and 
that is all there is to it. It is a fact’ that the 
bulk of the appropriation of about $500,000 


7 annually is absorbed by the pay roll, but itis 


also afact that besides paving salaries the 
commissioners disburse quite a- respectable 
sum in other directions. 9 for other 
departments of the city are bought by con- 
tracts and bids. The commissioners buy and 
pay as they see fit, without anybody to pass 
udgment on their acts. Thus it happens that 
t costs poy $7,000 a year to keep the stable 
neyo aside from salaries of superintend- 
ent and hostlers, and aside from purchases 
of stock and vehicles. The mounted police 
feature was established when the county was 
required to contribute one-fourth of the ex- 
pense of maintaining the department in con- 
sideration of having a detail at Kirkwood and 
of having a patrol inthe country. Nowthe 
city bears all the expense and the department 
has nothing to do with the territorv outside 
of the imits. The management of the stables 
has been a source of scandal under every. po- 
lice board since it was established, and until 
some system is adopted to supervise the ex- 
penditures and ee on the present 
style of doing usiness there will 
continue to be scandals. A PostT-DISPATCH 
reporter has taken the interest in the. subject

A LOAN TO THE SISTERS, 


Leads to an Administrator’s Suit for 
Recovery. 

A case is docketed for trial to-day in Cir- 
cuit Court No. 5 which engages some degree 
of attention. James Shelly as the administra- 
tor of the estate of David Finnessey, deceased, 
sues the St Louis Hospital Association for the 
recovery of $3,419 74, money loaned to the As- 
sociation by David Finnessy. 

A receipt was given for the amount by Sis- 
ter Anacaria and it was understood that the 
loan was to bearinterest at the rate of 6 per 
cent. The loan was effected February 15, 
1878, and after the death of Mr. Finnessey 
the administrator demanded pay- 
ment of principal and interest, 
but both were refused.

Garesche filed a reply setting forth that the 
administrator could not claim any portion of 
the money for the estate,as the deceased had, 
during his last illness, released the debt of the 
inssitution upon the sole sondition that the 
Sisters would see that he was properly 
buried. The Sisters allege that his wishes 
Were fully complied with and that he released 
the debtof his own free will and accord, no 
influence whatever being exercised over him; 
furthermore that he was in a sound mental 
condition when he did so.

Under the circumstances Bryan says he 
preferred to remain afew days and recover 
from the shock of the night’s experience. He 
is exceedingly indigifant at his treatment and 
says that he wants the facts all made public. 
In making a case against Obear and the fam- 
ily physician, Bryan relies on the testimony of 
himself, his wife, Drs. Widney and Houghton. 
He claims to have been perfectly sane. 

On the other hand, Mr. Obear claims that 
his relative was in a delirious state from over- 
excitement and care. He says he used no 
more force than was necessary to 
restrain Bryan and that he had 
the authority and direction of the 
family physician for all he did. He seems to 
anticipate no prosecution, but thinks Bryan, 
when he becomes restored to health, will see 
that what was done was necessary. 

The only point that Houghton makes is that 
Obear was unnecessarily violent in restraining 
Bryan, and says he protested against the ty- 
ing, Which was done in such a manner as to 
leave marks upon Bryans arms for a long time 
afterwards. ryan’s brother figures in the 
case to a moderate extent, but the only ones 
the sick man is after are Obear and the 
Doctor. Bryan was for pushing the 
alleged outrage before the present grand 
jury, but friends persuaded him to hold back 
afew days and itis growing more and more 
probable that the idea of prosecution will fall 
through.

Seventeen of Them Ripe for the 
Plucking.

A Roster of the Murderers Now Lying in 
the St. Louis Jail. 


It is not a generally known fact that there 
are seventeen murderers now languishing in 
the St. Louis jail in various stages of unread- 
iness on the route between the court-room 
and the gallows. It is very seldom that an 
execution takes place in St. Louis, but 
if the weather stays fine and 
the roads are good some of the following 


gentlemen will furnish a free blow-outto the 


eople between now and the year of grace 
900. 

The father of the jail is, of course, Charles 
F. Kring, behind whom the doors swung on the 
11th of January, 18775. He has been over six 
years confined for the murder of his 
wife, and probably no man in 
the country has such an accurate idea of what 
the Criminal law amounts to as himself. He 
has been tried for his life at least half a dozen 
times. He pleaded guilty last spring and was 
sentenced to twenty-five yearsin the peniten- 
tiary; this, however. was reversed and his 
case is once more coming on for trial. 

Joseph Kotovsky was jailed on the 21st of 
October, 1878, for the murder of Augusta Si- 
mons ; he has had two trials, was convicted both 
times and is now awaiting sentence of death. 
He will surely swing. 

W. H. Erb came into the fold on June 23, 
1879, charged with wife murder. He was con- 
victed and sentenced and his case is now in 
the Supreme Court, with a stay of execution 
granted. 

Thaddeus Baber joined the flock on August 
19, 1879, after scoring a double murder of his 
wife and mistress. He was convicted 
and sentenced and his case is now in the 
Court of Appen! 

James Gordon was locked up on March 19, 
1880, forthe killing of old man Troxler on 
Twenty-second and Wash streets. His case 
came up yesterday, but upon a demand for a 
jury from the country it went over till next 
term. 

Wm. MacQueen is awaiting trial for brain- 
ing his wife with an axe. He has been in 
since April 27, 1880. 

E. G. Rickard has been waiting since No- 
vember 26, 1880, for the murder of Mrs. Wil- 
son to be inquired into by the court. 

J. P. Lanagan was jailed November 18, 1880, 
for the murder of the two Laughlin boys. The 
case has not yet come on. 

Charles Seefreid joined the gang on Feb. 
9, 1881, forthe murder of Mr. Johnson, on 
Fourth street. Martin Head and Chris Dear- 
ver were put in at the same time as accessor- 
ies to the Johnson murder. 
The negro denizens of 
Row begin with Matt Lewis, who 
was put in September 13, 1877, for 
wife murder. He has had one trial upon which 
he was convicted and which was reversed by 
the Supreme Court. His second trial has 
gone to the Supreme Court again. 

Wm. Ward went in on September 4, 1879, 
for the murder of Matt Lewis’ daughter. He 
was convicted and the case is now in the Su- 
preme Court. 

John Payton was jailed November 26, 1879, 
for the murder of Cockadoodle John, he was 
convicted and the case is now in the Supreme 
Court. 

James Banks was jailed upon April 2, 1880, 
for the murder of his wife. He was sentenced 
to hang February 11, but the case is now in 
the Court of Appeals. He secured a stay of 
execution. 

Charles Ellis went in on May 13, 1880, for 
the murder of the negro Saunders in a coon 
gambling-house. He was tried yesterday and 
convicted. 

Clevis Hardin, who murdered Prince Fer- 
dinand last August, has pleaded guilty of 
murder in the second degree. He got fifteen 
years in the penitentiary.
